U.S. Sees Arctic as First Frontier 


Immediate Favorable 


Weather Is Said Essential 


Heavy Frosts Cut Back West Crops 


WINNIPEG, May 29 (CP) 
~—Heavy frosts over large 
sections of the three prairic 
provinces, particularly yester- 
day morning, cut back West-} 
ern Canada’s 1947 wheat and 
coarse grain crops, the Win- 
nipeg Tribune said today in 
a copyright crop report. 

THE REPORT added, however, 
that “with immediate favorable 
weather damage to wheat can be 
unimportant and, while some early 
coarse grains may suffer severely, 
most of the oats and barley were | 
not far enough advanced to ex- 
perience any noticeable damage 

“There are indications that early 
sown flax was blackened in some 
sections of all three provinces but 
only a small percentage of the flax 
crop is showing above the ground 
Some fields of rye apparently suf 
fered heavily.” 

While cold weather has retarded 
germination and growth, the sea- | 
son varying from 10 days to three 
weeks later than normal, the re-/| 
port said that this “proved ad 
vantageous in view of this week's 
heavy frosts. Until the frosts oc 
curred the picture generally was 
favorable and it must be emphasiz 
ed that with rains and warm weath- 
er in the next few days the same 
bright outlook can be revived }

Unlike rival economic theor- 
ies, capitalism was not conceived in 
the mind of man before it became 
fact. Like little Topsy, capitalism 
“just growed up.” It ts still grow- 
ing up and changing constantly, It 
has become so integrated with our 
political and social as well as our 
financial and industrial lives that 
it might more properly be describ- 
ed as a “way of life” than an eco- 
nomic system, And it is impossible 
to define it in a few words. 

It was fathered by the advent of 
the industrial revolution and mo- 
thered by the mercantilism which 
preceded it. Mercantilism, the 
word used to describe business pro- 
cedure in the days when meno were 
seeking a Northwest Passage and 
looting the Indies and South Amer- 
ica, provided the wealth; the in- 
dustrial revolution produced the 
opportunity of using the wealth to 
further production; and capitalism 
was born with the evolution of the 
factory system of production. 


UNDER mercantilism money as 
represented by gold and silver was 
believed to be wealth. The whole 


economic system under mercantil-_ 


ism was concentrated on the acquis- 
ition of the precious metals. Ex- 
ports were encouraged by means 
of subsidies and the granting of 
monopolies, Imports were restrict- 
ed by means of prohibitive tariffs. 

Every effort was made to make 
exports greater than imports and 


| the favorable balance of trade col- 


lected in gold or silver coin or 


bullion, Under it the great for. 
|tunes of the traders were buiit up. 
lit was these concentrations of 
|wealth which made it possible for 
| those who possessed them to pro- 
\vide the expensive machinery and 
buildings necessary to permit the 
|beginnings of our modern methods 
of stereotyped mass production.

NOW WHEREAS mercantilism 
|was marked by government regu- 
liation of trade for the benefit of 
the great merchants, in the begin. 
jning the industrial revolution 
|prought forth a demand for “lais- 
sez-faire” or the “hands off” theor- 
lies. The new industrialists or cap- 
italists sought to free themelves 
lfrom retrictions of every kind, 
| They wanted to buy on the cheap. 
et market and sell on the dearest, 
This applied not only to raw inater- 
ials and finished products but to 
| human labor as well. In tiitose days 
human life was the cheapest of all 
commodities. People had been in- 
ured to human suffering and 
{death. The one driving force, in- 
herited from the mercantilists, was 
a desire for unrestricted profits. 
It was an age of naked and ugly 
individualism and exploitation. It 
is small wonder that men like 
| Karl Marx found much to criticize 
in it, And it is small wonder that 
the men who were exploited found 
|voices for their unhappiness and 
the demand arose from many quar- 
|ters for government interferance,
